WTAM, the broadcasting station of 
the Willard Ktorapc Battery company,

Water Co. No. 4
The meeting of the stockholders of 

Narbonne Ranch Water Company No. 
4 was postponed from January 28 to 
February l!8.

Because of the failure of property 
holders to notify the secretary of 
change of address, or of change of 
ownership, it was impossible to get 
in touch with a sufficient number of 
stockholders to hold a meeting.

The condition that holds In No.  ! 
is probably true of the other local 
companies. A lot of property has 
changed hands in the past few years; 
in many cases the water stock has 
not been transferred on the company's 
books. The owners of the land, In 
such cases, will not be allowed to 
vote unless they hold a proxy, and 
the proxies must be accompanied by 
the proper revenue stamp. A heavy 
fine may be Imposed for voting 
proxies without stamp.

Stock of record only may be voted.
The meeting Is of interest to -every 

itockholder. While the par value of 
only $10, the actual value of the stock 
is $250 per share. The present board 
of directors is greatly dissatisfied 
ivlth the lack of interest shown in the 
company. During the past year over 
$40,000 has been expended in better­ 
ment and upkeep. You should be in­ 
terested enough to want to know 
when- your money went, and why.

The secretary has received several 
hundred dollars on assessments, and 
he doesn't know where to credit the 
money; doesn't know the number of 
tho st-ock owned, nor the legal de- 
:criptlon of the property that the 

stock covers.
There arc also assessments on quite 

a lot of stock that has not been paid. 
nd the Hocretary lias been unable to 

ti«t In touch .with the owners^ This 
stock will soon l>e sold.for the assess r 
ments, and after it is sold the com­ 
pany will not bo allowed to furnish 
water for your land, as it is not a

selling company and ran furnish 
water for stockholders only.

So many of the stockholders do not 
seem to realize that jt is their own 
property that Is-heins looked .'ifter by 
the directors.

Every holder of stock Is urged to 
get In touch with at least one other 
and sec that they, too, look after 
their interests. If you have ac­ 
quired your property recently, ami 
the water stock has not been trans­ 
ferred, see to It at oner and get of 
record on the company's books. Got 
touch children some time, somewhere, 
see the secretary.

If you have changed from the R. F. 
D. to tho local postofflce, or vice 
versa, advise the secretary of the 
change.
